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BOOKSELLERS’ CREDITS, 


For the Publishers Circular. 


Agreeably to previous intimation, I now attempt to give’ you some 
of my objections to the regulations recently adopted by some of the pub- 
lishers in your city. I say some of them, for I am pleased to learn they 
have uot all entered into the combination, and, I trust for their own 
I should have sent you this 
at an earlier day, but for an illness that has prevented my writing. 

“Tlobson” of your issue of the Sth, I strongly suspect of being a 
mere nominal man—the ideal of some interested publisher b it out 
for effect. Ilis conversion to the four-monthly system is too sudden. to 
be genuine. Ile treats the subject too jocosely to be serious in his 
views, The veil is too transparent to conceal the design. 

His idea that such men as “ Snooks” will be kept out of the market 


| by a four, instead of a six months’ credit is absurd, if not to say foolish, 


What do such men care for two months in the extension of a credit, 


| They are generally a reckless class of men ready to ran any hazard, 


| honest tradesman. 


often caring but little whether they pay or not, frequently intending 
never to pay at all. We grant, this class of men too readily obtain 
credit, not only to the detriment of the creditor, but also of the regular, 
But making harder terms with the regular and trust- 
worthy, is not the way to put down the unjust, and designing. Greater 
caution in the character of the persons trasted would seem to be the 
more just and effectual way. Far better encourage the regular trades- 
man by dealing liberally with him, than by exacting such terms as will 
drive him out of the market, and bring in a set of worthless, reckless 
dealers in their stead. 

If the change contemplated was one from the credit system, long or 
short, to cash, we should have less tu say. Hf we could a 
cash system of trade, it would indeed be a golden era. But the credit 
system is too extensively established, and too intimately interwoven with 
the policy and habits of the nation, to be soon or easily abolished, If 
then we have credit at all, and how can we do without it, it must be 
long enough to answer the purposes for which credit is given. Thi 
will vary in different kinds of business, and according to the time an 
distance to be overcome in the transportation of goods. Some articles of 
commerce are turned much more quickly and readily than others. Books 
are not turned as quickly as many other kinds of merchandise, and even 


portions of Ohio, a whole month frequently elapses after the date of our 
invoice before we get our goods. Give us four months’ time, and what 
chance have we to make even a respectable portion of the payment from 
the sale of the goods. It is in vain to tell us we must shorten our 
credits or sell for cash. We have tried, and found it impracticable to 
do an entire cash business, where others all around in the same 
other departments are doing a credit business, without so contracting 
trade as to cut off a large share of our profits. And if the retailer does 
a credit business in part, or in whole, it is idle to talk of making his col- 
lections every two or three months. Credit once given, he need not ex- 
pect to collect on an average oftener than once in six months. 

Again, if the terms of publishers and manufacturers are to be made 
more stringent, we would respectfully suggest the present is not the 
time to do it. The business men of the country have just passed through 


| a fiery ordeal. Seldom are they subjected to such a sifting test. Those

who have stood the trial, and come out with clean papers and fair 
credit, are surely entitled to additional confidence. Now for their 

ors to turn upon those who have weathered the storm, just as they are 
congratulating themselves upon the reputation they all have acquired, 
and say, “ you have stood the test nobly, you met our demands as you 
have met the crisis—faithfully and promptly, but we dare not try you 
again; we have given you six and eight months; but we can now give 
you but three and four; we have ventured to send our notes to your 
bank for collection, now you must pay them here, or pay us an equiva- 
lent for sending to you,”—it is an ungrateful, it is an unjust return for the 
effurts we have made to maintain an unblemished credit, and an honest 
name. If any have failed to meet their obligations, let them alone -be 
the sufferers. Demand of them additional securities, but do not cripple 
the whole trade, and make the innocent suffer with the guilty; the 
prompt and faithful with the delinquents, It will do far more to secure

prosperity and increased trade to the wholesale dealer, to deal liberally 
with those creditors who have faithfully met their engagements, than to 
hamper them with additional exactions, Nor will it do to meet this ar 


gament with the objection that the increased expenditures and risks of 


the publisher, make it necessary to increase their profits. As a general 


thing, the business of the retailer now is far from being lucrative, and if 


the publisher's profits do not pay let him increase the price of his books, 
continuing a liberal discount, and liberal terms to the trade; Jet the in- 
creased tax fali where it should—upon the consumer. 

There were several other points I had intended to touch, but I see I 
am likely to protract my article to too great length. The exchange on 
notes I should like to dwell upon at length. I will, however, only take 
the room to say, that the publisher can better afford to pay the expense 
of his collections than his creditors can afford to pay it for him. This I 
would attempt to show by facts and figures, if I had time. We of the 
country have to do our own collecting and bear the expenses of it. With 
a scattered eredit in small places we have not the facilities of collecting 
through banks. We often are compelled to bear the expense of making 


a collecting tour; of writing, and dunning, and waiting, lying out of 


our dues, often because we cannot get at our creditors. If we could col- 
lect by a draft or note, through bank, at an expense of one or even one 
and one half per cent., we should be glad to do it. And if our Eastern 
creditors can get their pay promptly by note or draft through bank, 
they ought not to raise a word of objection at the small per cent. of ex- 
pense incurred for exchange. 

One thought more and we have done for the present. It would not 
be difficult to show why a “jobber” in some of our Western cities would 
not seriously object to the new arrangement. Every impediment thrown 
in the way of trade with the East, increases the trade of the large 
Western cities. Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, and such other large 
centres of trade, will congratulate themselves upon every move that will 
compel retailers and small country jobbers to come to them instead of 
sending East. And here, if I had time to enlarge, I might present one 
of the strongest reasons for liberality upon the part of Eastern manufac- 
turers. Few of them have yet begun to comprehend the extensive 
resources of the West, or how easily, if thrown upon those resources, 
they could live in almost entire independence of the East. It is a wise 
policy for Eastern publishers, and manufacturers of all kinds, to culti- 
vate commerce with the West, to keep wide open and unobstructed the 
channels of trade through which their products find their way west- 
ward, and through which they receive in return the ample products of 
our abundant harvests of meat and grain. The West can publish books 
and manufacture wures, and if the East, by any narrowness of policy, or 
attempts at coercion, make it for their interest to do so, the already ex- 
tensive machinery in operation will be rapidly extended so as to supply 
the demands. Eastern men should be careful to do nothing to obstruct 
those channels of commerce that are annually wafting them golden 
harvests,

* Charleston ” says some curious things in last number of the Ciev- 
Lar. He says “a preference is shown to the South” by New York 
publishers, and adds what, if true, would be a reason for this; viz. :— 
that six months’ credits have proved ** inducements for rascality ” to the 
West, while the South ‘‘ has come up to the Captain’s Office and settled, 
if exchange was at 7 per cent., and the banks caved in.” My own ex- 
perience does not lead me to any such unfavorable opinion of the North 
and West, as compared with the South. Respecting some millions of 
dollars’ worth of books and stationery sold in the course of a series of 
years, about the results of which I have the best means of knowing, the 
following are the facts, in round numbers. Three-fourtls of the whole 
amount were sold to the North, and one-fourth to the South: yet the 
aggregate of losses on this one fourth sold in the South, has been as 
large as on the three times as great an amount sold to the North! 

I fear then New York publishers have been “ pulling the wool” over 
“Charleston’s” eyes; cozening him up, and tickling his self-love a 
little. Some of them will do so when they find a subject.”

Extracts from Ac Books. 


CHINESE SUPERSTITION. 
From “ Darkness in the Flowery Land.” 


With the views they entertain of the power of disembodied spirits, 
and of their influence on the affairs of this world, the Chinese must ne- 
cessarily have constantly before thei the fears of ghosts and hobgoblins, 
This is always the case, but circumstances occasionally occur which give 


| with all their might. 
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peculiar power to these painful fears. This was singularly exemplified 
at Ningpo in the summer of the year 1846, ' 

During that summer, a Jong-continued drought threatened to destroy 
entirely the rice crop, and the people were not a little excited ang 
alarmed in consequence. The usual measures were employed to induce 
the gods to send rain. Processions in honor of the Dragon were of qj. 
most daily oceurrence. The slaughter of animals was, for many weeks 
strictly prohibited, and the magistrates repaired every morning to ong 
of the large temples to offer up their prayers. Yet the rain did not 
cole, 

In the month of June, rumors were diligently circulated that a gan 
of desperadoes were engaged in putting out poisoned cakes in order to 
poison as many persons as they could. They would drop them in the 
streets, or slip them in among those in the bakers’ shops. Placards were 
put up in conspicuous places, cautioning people to beware. It was 


| stated that in a neighboring town many persons had died in this Way, 


and that when their friends went to the graves to weep they found that 
the cottins had been opened, and that the eyes of tue deceased had been 
cut out, and the brains abstracted, for the purpose, it was supposed, of 
making medicine. 

After this it was reported that, on a certain night, all the fowls lost 


| some of their principal feathers, and this remarkable fact was accounted 





for by supposing that they had been plucked by ghosts, who designed to 
use them for swords, to be employed in killing men and women 

These rumors gradually passed away, but the leng continuance of 
the drought, and the real danger of a serious calamity, kept the publie 
mind in an excitable state. About the first of August a fresh rumor, of 
a more alarming character, was started. Placards were put up at the 
city gates and other public places, stating that some of the neighboring 
districts were beginning to-be annoyed by the visits of evil spirits, and 
that they might soon be looked for at Ningpo. The people were ex- 
horted to guard against such an intrusion by beating gongs, and by past- 
ing charms over their doors, These suggestions were eagerly adopted, 
and soon there was a great demand for both gongs and charms. These 
charms were merely slips of yellow paper, on which were written four 
mysterious characters, the meaning of which no one pretended to under- 
stand. 

Then a story was started, that some persons living near the east gate 
had been aroused from their sleep in the night by strange noises, as 
though a large body of men were marching through the street, with 
loud outeries. Yet on looking out, not a sign of a human being was to 
be seen. Similar noises were afterwards heard in the air, and. many 
thought they were caused by the ghosts of the Chinese and English 
soldiers who had fallen during the war. They were fighting their bat- 
tles over again. The expected inroad from the spiritual world, it was 
suid, might be daily looked for. 

These spiritual visitants were called Tsz’ane—‘ Paper-men ”—and 
were supposed to be brought in by the use of magic arts. They are 
paper men converted by conjurors into real, though invisible men, In 
the “ History of the Three States,” a very popular historical novel, it is 
stated that on one occasion, during the progress of a battle, paper men 
and horses were transformed into real cavalry, and their power was 
broken only by the use of counter magic, and the pouring out of a mix- 
ture of the blood of swine, sheep, and dogs. Such were the visitors to 
be expected, and it might be presumed that their object could be no 
other than to bring upon the people calamities and death. 

Singularly enough, just at this juncture, while all were expecting 
this terrible visitation, about four o’clock, on the morning of the fourth 
of August, the whole population were suddenly aroused from their slum- 
bers by a fearful commotion, Every one felt his bed shaking with great 
violence, and on jumping up, found the house itself rocking upon its 
foundations. At the same time, a mysterious and awful noise was heard 
rolling along like muttering thunder, some thought in the air, some 
thought under ground. The tiles, too, of the roof were heard rattling 
as if with the tread of many men. A universal cry of horror and dis- 
may instantly arose from every part of the city, and the ery was echoed 
from house to house. “The ghosts have come, the ghosts have come.” 
And then could be heard the din of gongs booming through the still 
night air; for the silent gloom of the night, and the stillness of the at- 
mosphere, served to increase the universal fright. The people seemed 
frantic with terror. Every article that could make a noise was called 
into requisition. Tables and chairs, pots and kettles, were lustily 
pounded, while those who could do nothing else were leaping up and 
down, throwing up their arms, clapping their hands, and screaming 
This horrid din, mingled with the wild shrieks of 
a quarter of a million of people, might truly have been well nigh suffi- 
cient to convince the most unbelieving, that the Prince of Darkness had 
indeed appeared with his demon host. 

Of all that vast population, perhaps not one thought of any other 
way of accounting for the disturbance than by attributing it to evil 
spirits. When it was suggested that it was an earthquake, the explana- 
tion was not accepted. One man, of respectable standing, and a literary 
graduate, offered an arguinent against such a supposition, which he evi- 
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dently thought sufficient to settle the question. Te said that if it had | 


been an earthquake, it would of course have been predicted, like an 
eclipse of the sun, in the Imperial Almanac! If the shock had been 
more severe, perhaps the people would have been more easily convinced 
that it was indeed an earthquake: but no houses were destroyed, and no 
lives were lost. 

After a few days, as the news came in from other places, the convic- 
tion became pretty general that it was in fact an earthquake; but its 
effect, nevertheless, was to keep up, and greatly increase, the excitement 
about the ghosts. During the whole month of August the city was in 
an uproar, and the beating of gongs and drums was continued every 
evening. The most absurd reports were constantly circulated and be- 
lieved. It was said that not only ghosts of men, but of lions and tigers 
were to appear, and that they would be far more formidable than the 
living animals themselves. Again, it was said that on a given night six 

rsons, Who were born in certain years, under certain astrological in- 
fluences, would die if they slept. The consequence was, that all who 
might be included in the number spent that night without sleep. 

It was very generally believed that the foreigners residing in the 
city were in some way connected with these ghostly visits, thongh some 
thought it might be the work of Roman Catholies, and others of Bud- 
dhist priests. An English missionary lady was supposed to possess pecu- 
jiar power as an enchantress; and the mothers of some of her pupils 
yisited her school in great anxiety lest their daughters had been imur- 
dered or bewitched. 

The writer was himself residing at that time withir the city, and 
frequently walked with his family on the city wall. These evening 
walks were thought by some to be connected with their demoniacal 
enemies. The report was soon current in the city that he kept multi- 
tudes of these demons shut up in a bottle, and had been seen, while on 
the city wall, to draw the cork, and with a blast from his mouth, and a 
movement of his arms, to send the whole troop tlying over the city to 
do their work of death. 

The excited imaginations of the people extracted food for their fears 
from the commonest objects. A rag doll, knocked about by the chil- 
dren, or even a child’s picture, was an object of terror. 

This state of things continued until the month of September, when 
the rain fell. The excitement however had previously been partially 
allayed by a grand procession in honor of the God of War, Kwan-ti. 
The authorities had at first issued proclamations against the beating of 
gongs, and other noises, but finding this ineffectual they changed their 
course, and aided the people in the use of means to get rid of the pest. 
They offered up prayers in the temples, and contributed largely to the 
procession of Kwan-ti. 

Such facts as these present in a strong light the debasing power of 
heathenism. We,in our wisdom, being enlightened by the word of 
God, may laugh at such superstitious terrors. But we must remember 
that, to the deluded Chinese, these fears are realities. If the evils 
dreaded were imaginary, the suffering, the intense mental excitement, 
the depressing anxiety, were all as real, and affected their happiness as 
much, as if they had good grounds for their fears, They must ever 
continue exposed to these baseless terrors until the Bible brings them 
relief.

PLATFORM SPEAKING. 
From the “ Golden Age of American Oratory.” 


We happened to see in the Fall of 1856, at a political mass-meeting, 
a capital proof of the force with which good speaking still carries every- 
thing before it with the multitude, and the abundant opportunity still 
afforded in this way upon the Plattorm for its display. Upon the stage 
were seated men whose naines were powers in the world of letters and 
of politics; upon the floor was assembled an audience of every stripe 
and shade of humanity, mingling and churning in a_ sort of political 


broth, such as only an American mass meeting can produce. In leaving | 


the hall, after the valedictory “ nine cheers” had crashed upon the ear, 
we happened to encounter a learned and well-known person, who had 
been observed in the course of the evening closely intent upon the 
golden utterances of the speaker; we asked nim how he liked it,—ex- 
pecting a reply expressing the affected contempt of dry erudition, for 
any exhibition of the Fine Arts,—but to our gratification he replied, 
“As that man went on, I almost felt an entire suspension of my self- 
control, especially when he warmed into the white heat of his passion.” 
Surprised no less than satisfied, we elbowed our way along, and soon 
had the pleasure of hearing from the other end of the social scale; for 
suddenly the crush upon the stairs pushed us against a gruff, coarse- 
looking person, who might have been a horse-jockey for aught in 
his appearance to contradict it. But just at that moment he was deliv- 
ering like Jack Bunsby his opinion ; and though his judgment was ex- 
pressed in a homely manner, it was decisive. Said he to his companion, 
“That fellow spoke first-rate; I didu’t exactly get the whole idea, but I 
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do love to hear em reel it off so slick. Vl vote for him, you better 
believe; ” and so saying, a wave of people swallowed him up and 
guiped him down stairs out of farther hearing. But in these brief 
moments we had heard the criticism and the taste of the head-piece and 
the tail-piece of the multitude of Americans. To that criticism, as iden- 
tical in spirit as it was contrasted in expression, all the people would 


have said ** Amen! ” 





Witerary Intelligence. 


The proprietorship of Emerson’s Magazine and Putnam's Monthly has 
been changed from J, M. Emerson & Co, to Oaksmith & Co, Our readers will 
recollect, from a card in a late number of this journal, that Mr. G. P.: Put 
nams connection with Putnam’s Monthly has long since ceased. 

Unlikely things are sometimes found in out of-the-way places. A copy 
of the first folio of Shakspeare’s plays (1623) has been met with in a carpen- 
ter’s shop near Maidenhead, and is now in proper hands. It seems that it 
was sold at a country auction many years ago, and bought, with some other 
books, for a few shillings, by the present owner. A copy of Spenser’s works, 
folio, 1618, which formerly was the property of one of our greatest poets of 
that day, has also turned up in the same neighborhood, together with the 
second edition of the notorious production of Philip Stubbes “ The Anatomy, 
of Abuses.” At Reading, only a few weeks ago, a gentleman purchased three’ 
of the tracts of the celebrated Robert Greene, published between 1589 and 
1619, including the ‘ Groatsworth of Wit,” in which Shakespeare is desig- 
nated as the only “Shake scene in a country.” It seems not at all improba- 
ble that some, if not most, of those rarities originally belonged to the same 
old library at Ufton Court, near Newbury, out of which Mr. Payne Collier’s 
corrected folio Shakespeare of 1632 is reasonably supposed to have come. 
Such, there is some evidence to show, was the case with the folio Shakspeare 
of 1623, which devolved into the hands of the carpenter near Maidenhead. 
The library of the Perkins family at Ufton Court was sold at the end of the 
last, or in the beginning of the present century, and the books were probably 
dispersed over the surrounding neighborhood. —Atheneum. 

M. Alfred Maury of Paris, whose election to the Academy of Inscriptions 
et Belles Lettres was announced last week, has just published in that city 
the second volume of his remarkable ‘ Histoire des Religions de la Grece 
Antique.” In it he treats with learning and eloquence of all forms of wor- 
ship, of sacrifices, offerings, funerals, and rejoicings, of rites, mysteries, oracles, 
divinations,—in a word, of all that concerns the religion of the old Greeks. 

From the Literary Gazette. 

A Ilistory of the Literature of Greece was undertaken by the late Profes- 
sor K. O. Muller, but left unfinished at his death. The present Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and Dr, Donaldson have undertaken to translate and edit his 
manuscripts. 

It isnot, perhaps, generally known that the Dean of Westminster, Mr. 
James Duke Coleridge, and some other philologists, are engaged in searching 
the standard writers of the Elizabethan age for words not found in Johnson’s 
Dictionary. As an illustration of the necessity for this, the Dean read two 
very interesting papers before the Philological Society in the early part of last 
November, ‘‘ on some deficiencies in our English Dictionaries.” We are hap- 
py to find that they are to be shortly published by Messrs, John W. Parker 
and Son. From the same publishers we may soon expect the third and 
fourth volumes of Mr. Froude’s History of the Reformation period in England, 
and the second of the History of the Reign of George III. by Mr. Massey, the 
Under-Secretary for the Home Department. 

Messrs. Longman have signified their intention of inserting the word 
“ telegram ” in all the dictionaries published by them. It will therefore ap- 
pear in the new edition of Johnson’s Dictionary, upon which Dr. Latham is 
now engaged. 

It is said that Mr. Samuel Lover, whose songs are sung by high and low 
alike,is about to bring out an elaborate work upon the Lyrics of Lreland. 
We know of no one better qualified by his taste and aequirements to do the 
subject justice. 

It is rumored that M. Jules Gondon, the late well-known editor of the 
Ultramontanist Journal, the ‘‘ Univers,” is going to establish a new religious 
newspaper, to be called the “ Universel.” 

A new book has just been published at Leipsie under the title of “ Egypt,” 
by Moritz Busch. It is the first number of a new series of illustrated bookg 
called “ Lloyd’s Illustrated Travelling Library,” Busch’s “Egypt” is very 
elegantly got up—with fourteen views engraved on wood, a map of Egypt, 
and a plan of Cairo. The matter for the work was collected in the country 
in the early part of the present year, and will be found to contain much use- 
ful and valuable information for travellers, particularly for Germans, great 
numbers of whom flock thither every year for business, pleasure or health. 


The Pope has ordered to be printed and published the codex of the oldest 
Greek translation of the Old Testament which is to be found in the Vaticaa 
collection of manuscripts. It is numbered 1209 in the library, and dates from 
the fourth or at latest from the early part of the fifth century, and is for all 
denominations of Christian belief of the utmost importance. Cardinal Mai 
worked on the present edition of it for twenty-six years, and the present 
commission, which was appointed by the Pope after the Cardinal’s death, for 
three years more. The head of the Barnabite order, General Procurator 
Padre Vercellone, has just published a pamphlet, in which he announces the 
conception of the work and its immediate publication. ge 
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A new and very interesting work has just been published in Munich. It 
is by the well-known writer Franz Trautmann, and is entitled * Reliquien,” 
and details many circumstances of the artistic and private life of the sculptor 
Schwanthaler. There are many woodcuts and initial letters from Schwan- 
thaler’s own designs. 

Herr von Lichtenthaler, the former tutor of the present king of Bavaria, 
and for many years director of the royal library at Munich, died on the 11th 
of November, in his seventy-eighth year. 


Professor Biedemann has just published the Second Part of his * History 
of Germany in the Eighteenth Century,” a very well written and highly 
interesting work, which treats pemneeny of the intellectual, moral, and 
social condition of the people in that time, and comes down to the year 1740, 
when Frederick the Great ascended the throne.
